.Possibly  no  one  in  the  present  age 
hM  delved  more  deeply  into  the 
physiology  of  the  nervous  system 
than  Sir  Charles  Sherrington,  who  is 
president  of  the  Royal  Society  and 
also  Preaid«at  of  the  Hritish  Asso 
ciation.  |I«  ia  h^d  m  high  esteem 
bjr  scientlAc  experts  all  over  the 
world,  ^it  to  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  he  is  pnKtically  unknown.  He 
is  the  Ictiier  In  invtstigatiOB  into 
the  nervous  system,  and  what  he  has 
discovered  in  this  direction  is  of  par- 
ticular value  at  a  time  whan  so  many 
have  come  under  the  apell  of  auto 
suggestion  and  believe  that  ia  its  ex- 
creiac  liea  the  cure  for  )ktt  most,  if 
not  all,  human  ills.  Sir  Charles  .Sher 
riagton's  working  lite  has  been  dc 
voted  to  a8certaini[ng  the  relations 
between  mind  and  Vody,  and  recently 
he  explained  the  results  of  his  re- 
search. To  bigin  with,  he  points  out, 
the  composite  Uvtag  organism  can 
be  studied  from  twf)  si<les  the  psy- 
'  cbological  side,  for  which  there  is  the 
material  in  our  own  minds,  and  the 
physiological  side,  based  on  ol)S<  rva 
tions  on  the  bodies  of  men  and 
animals,  ^'hcre  is  a  gap  between  the 
two,  in  Ills  opinion,  not  yrt  bridged 
and  possibly  never  to  be  bridged.

and  fashion  designs  will  not  satisfy 
the  reading  i^petite  of  the  average 
woman.      Mrs.     Fisher,  however, 
thinks  tliat  housekeeping,  not  only 
cooking  but  other  aspects  of  that  dif- 
ficult subject,  sdentifically  and  sen- 
sibly treated,  is  sure  to  appeal  to 
many  woman.    She  goes  on  to  say 
that  womeif  are  also  interested  in 
many  other  things.    They  want  to 
know  something  of  the  child  welfare 
movemeiU.     Mothers   are  interested 
in  'other  mothers,  and  ypon  various 
aspecta.^  of  infant  and  child  life  ar- 
ticles that  appeal    will    always  be 
read.    Then  lira.  Fiaher  goea  on  to 
say  that  women  are  genuinely  inter 
estcd    in    educational  questions.  \  A 
very  large  numjjer  of  'womep,  she  be- 
lieves, have  butnic  slightest  idea  of 
the  work  that  is  actually  done  in  the 
schooli. 

Another  topic  of  which  vtry  little 
is  written  in  the  newq>«{>ers  is  of 
absorbing  interest  to  women  and 
that  is  the  varying  possibilities  of 
woataa'a  ^rofesaion*  and  industries. 
There  are  always  mothers  watching 
their  girls  develop,  and  wondering 
how  best  to  prepare  them  for  the 
Wliwas  of  lac.  l^hey  would  .be 
grateful  for  authentic  information  in 
this  regard.  Pursuing  her  argument, 
Mrs.  Fisher  says  that  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  politics  in  the  broad- 
est sense  of  the  word  appc.il  to 
womcB,  for  women  arc  conscientious 
creatures  on  the  whole,  and  arc  now 
exercised  over  their  new  responsi- 
bilities, which  have  come  with  the 
franchise.  They  want  to  know  nsore 

about  government  and  local  govern- 
ment. The  question  of  rates  and 
taxes  ia  one  of  vital   concern  to 

womanhood.  There  is  a  dcuiand  for 
clear,  intelligible  reading  matter  on 
economic  questions,  and  particularly 
upon  elementary  and  fundamental 
economic  truths.  Women  also  want 
to  know  about  the  law  as  it  affects 
themselves  and  as  it  affects  their 
children.  Many  married  women  know 
little  of  the  laws  which  determine 
their  powers  over  their  own  earnings 
ot  property. 

Mrs.  Fislicr  has  dealt  with  the 
foregoing  subjects  and  in  doing  so 

no  doubt  she.  ha5  left  many  points 
of  interest  untouched  which  have  a 
peculiar  appeal  to  women.  It  is 
worthy  of  coinmcnf.  for  instame, 
that  women,  though  essentially  prac- 
tical minded,  are  pcrliaps  more  Inter* 

ested  th.in  men  are  il^  the  records  of 
the  past.    The  recent  stories  printed 
in  this  newapapaiT  abou^  the  discov- 
eries in  the  tomb  of  Tutankhamen 
have  been  read  with  more  avidity 
J>y  womsffii  than  by  men.  Women, 
too.  so  fa»  as  our  experience  goes, 
are  keenly  concerned    in  spbrting 
avanta,  and,  not    necessarily  only 
thoaa  in  which  their  own  sex  riiR;jge 
They  arc  interested,  too.  in  difler(  i 
phases  of  HMhrature,  t^ile  for  ligi  t 
reading  nothing  ia  a  newspaper  ap- 
pears to  appeal  to  them  so  much

It  is  a  serious  problem  for  any  news- 
paper to  attempt  to  provide  for  all 
women's  interests,  but  it  is  encom 
aging  that  the  preaa  should  be  1 1  v 
ing  more  and  more  to  IukI     •  -  h^ 
those  interests  lie.

An  interesting*  episo<ke  is  recalled 

in  connection  with  i  ~  ■  > .,  o  n 
of  the  centennary  ot  the  death  ot 
Dr.  Jenner.  It  was  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century  that  Dr. 
Jenner,  having  first  obuined  the  cou' 
seat  of  the  father,  auccessfnlly  vac- 
cinated a  bov  named  Phipps  with 
cow-pox  lymph.  After  an  interval 
he  inoculated  the  boy  for  smallpox 
so  sure  was  he  of  the  truth  of 
his  theory.  The  result  was  negative. 
Dr.  Jenner  was  so  pleased  that  he 
gave  the  boy  a  cottagCv^t  Berkeley. 
Dr.  H.  M.  Sampson,  writing  to  The 
London  Times,  says  that  40  years 
ago,  when  attending  a  man  called 
Phippa  at  Berkeley,  he  recalled  this 
story  and  asked  him  if  he  was  any 
relation  to  the  boy.  His  reply  was

Narolml  (daffodils)— Mr.  Simpson 
denlea  the  existence  of  the  narcissus 
fiv  fl^  aaya  cuItl\afJon  will  remedy 
all  daffodil  troubles.  Prof.  I»ownes. 
locBl  entomologist  for  the  liomlnion 
(lovernment.  and  an  authority  on  In- 
aecf  pcHis,  aaya  that  thla  peat  to  a 
aerlous  nienaco.  Uo  ftmher  explains: 
"It  laya  Ito  ogga  la  May  in  tho  oOBtre 
of  the  crown  of  tbo  BafttfdU  foliage, 
at  about  (ho  lovol  of  tho  bttrfaea  of  the 
groaadi  tba  larva  Uvea  in  the  butt> 
all  Summer,  and  durln«  the  Winter, 
emerging  In  It*  perfect  atnto  in  the 
Fpring.  Control  conalat.s  of  looking 
over  hulh.*  before  pianilng  In  the  Kail, 
and  dlacarding  all  soft  liuihs.  These 
I'ljili.M  hhould  ho  burned."  I  may  add 
thut  tho  i.-irva  la  now  at  nbout  Its 
maximum  alae,  one-quartor  to  ona> 
halt  inch  In  length,  and  about  tho 
alao  of  a  load  pooell.  lafootod  bulbo 
ahow  ao  alga  of  growth  from  the 
centre  or  flowering  crown,  and  the 
foliage  of  the  side  bulbleta  Is  stunted 
and  sickly  loc.i<lirK.  remove  one  of 
these  bulba,  sguei-ze  it,  and  a  stream 
of  brownish  tnatier,  tho  refuse  of 
the  deatroyed  bulb,  will  he  ejected. 
Cut  the  bulb  open  and  the  larva  will 
be  found  Inalde.  My  cxptrlenco  has 
been  that  the  better  the  oultlvatloo 
and  the  more  vlgorouo  tbo  foltago, 
the  greater  tho  Infeatation. 

Chryaanthomuma  —  Mr.  fllmpooo 
meotloaa  vary  largo  chrysanthemum 
planta,  and  glvoa  tho  impression  that 
theea  aro  oaay  to  grow.  Of  course  It 
la  quite  pomlble  to  grow  these  "ex- 
hibition apecimena,"  ualng  a  few  of 
the  older  and  now  almost  forgotten 
varletliH.  The  proceos  l.i  liitricats 
and  Is  work  for  a  skilled  profeaaional 
with  greenhouse  facilities.  This  type 
of  plant,  when  at  Us  b#st,  la  artlflotol 
li^oklng,  and  the  Individual  blooBM 
lose  their  beauty.  Tho  praotloal 
method  for  tho  aamtour  to  to  divide 
the  old  ohryaanthamum  plaaU  la  the 
Spring,  reptontlng  tho  gardOB  varie- 
ties In  the  garden,  and  tho  green- 
house variatles  It^  pota  or  boxes; 
water  freely  at  the  root  during  ths 
Hummer.  Keep  the  idants  free  from 
Insect  pests  by  KprHvIng  with  a  mix- 
ture In  the  proportion  of  14  ounce 
black -leaf  40  per  cent  nicotine,  1 
ounce  soft  soap,  1  gallon  water.  Keop 
tightly  corked  when  not  In  UOO.

Naturally  worrlea  over  etiatema  and 
the  varloua  hold-upe  Incidental  to 

trading  over  the  Una  kept  the  offt- 
ciaia  very  bu*y  and  office*  were 
opened  at  Osoyoos  Lake  a*  well. 
Another  trail  led  up  the  Slmilkameen 
by  way  of  Nicola  to  Kamloopa,  and 
thl*  formed  the  earllaat  part  of  the 
Kaat-Waat  rout*. 

An  amualag  Inataaoa  of  the  aaelt*- 
meat  of  the  tlmea  oeearrad  at 
Boundary  Creek,  running  Into  the 
Kettle  east  of  Rock  Creek.  Here  a 
row  of  hiniflen  called  a  town  had 
risen,  and  niONt  of  them  wore  trading 
etores  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
goods  and  whisky  close  to  the  line 
and  then  popping  them  acroaa  at 
night.  In  '61  the  boundary  aurveyora 
(  I'mpaaad  aotea  oa  their  work,  and 
found  oocaalon  to  change  quite  a  bit 
of  tha  line.  Now.  unfortunately,  one 
of  the  chanjrex  came  Just  at  the  cross- 
ing of  Houniiary  Creek,  and  the 
American  town  found  itaelf  aoOM  100 
yard*  on  the  Britlah  ^d*. 

fnmtmg  AamMy 

Rock  Creek  and  Potindary  ("reek 
soon  becam*  centrt^s  fif  piaror  mining 
activity,  and  ( "om in i-t.sioner  Cox'a  re- 
ports are  full  of  Interesting  Informa- 
tion. A  few  notes  therefrom  might  be 
interesting.  He  saya  on  July  17,  1861, 
that  there  were  oa  the  crook  ninety - 
three  men,  four  ditchea,  two  sluices; 
averaga  yield  of  gold  per  day  per 
man  $14;  wages  to  hired  men  tl6. 
Rufua  Henry  wrote  that  hi*  best 
week.  June  10  to  16.  1861.  gave  him 
profit,  four  hand*  working,  of  |349 
Mr  C'ox  de.iicrlhoa  how  the  Sf.iithern 
Boundary  Act  stopped  active  building 
operation*  at  Rock  Cre*k.  aa  it  forced 
th*  collection  of  customa  upon  the 
traders  from  tha  mates.  A  lot  of 
gooda  were  held  at  the  Amertoaa  town 
at  Boundary  Creek  for  a  more  favor 
able  time  for  Import. 

Oold  waa  discovered  at  that  date  on 
a  <reek  callfd  Fllvlere  do  I/anso  du 
Sable,  which  is  now  Mission  Creek, 
at  Kelowna.  and  Mr.  Cox  regretted 
this,  as  It  made  more  tralla  for  the 
<  ustomn  officers  to  guard 

In  1861  Rock  Creek  began  to  lone 
Ita  minera,  as  the  Nei  Perce  Indian 
Reaerve  in  the  Sutes  wax  ..p, nod  to 
proapector*.  and  the  men  i  UHii.  ,i  over 
there.

A  Big  Rush 
Rock  Creek  finally  diad  down,  and 
Mr.  Cox  waa  next  heard  from  up  at 
Quaanch  In  1144  gold  waa  discovered 
by  m*n  going  up  the  East  Kootenay 
Valley  from  MoMaaa  on  Wild  iiur«e 
Creek,  and  a  ruah  took  pUce  there,

Down  Whipaaw  i  reek  seemed  fairly 
eaay.  aa  a  mule  road  waa  atarted  out 
from  Princeton  for  40  mllea  This 
Uapa  Mpuatalna  trail,  together  with 
the  old  eoatpaay  trail  down  the 
Slmilkameen  eaaterly,  formed  »  good 
start  for  the  through  rout*,  aad  In 
May,  18G5.  Huwell,  and  later  Dewd- 
ney. passed  that  way  aad  pat  th* 
trail  Into  shape. 

The  track  went  over  Krugar  Moan- 
taln  from  Blakllkaasaaa  to  Oaoyooa 
LAke.  crossed  by  the  aplta;  aad  pro- 
ceeded over  the  raountalna  on  the 
east  aide,  coming  out  at  Rook  Creek 
a*  before. 

Oaoyoo*  Lak*  haa  the  record  of  be- 
ing the  loweat  point  oa  the  trail  be- 
tween the  Fraaar  delta  aOd  tba  Baaky 
Mountains.  440  feat,  the  lowaat  paint 
on  the  international  boundary  waat  of 
the  Red  River.  Thl*  part  of  tha 
country  Is  very  Interesting,  being  the 
(^ruas  roads  of  the  various  boundary 
tralla  and  those  of  the  company.  All. 
however,  were  taken  round  by  the 
bend  of  the  Kettle  River,  at  that 
tlmo  oalled  Nwhallpttku.  aad  getting 
back  to  Canadian  tarrltory  at  the 
west  aad  of  Oraad  Prairie  at  In- 
ahwolntum.  Our  tmll,  however, 
paaaed  a  little  way  up  Boundary 
Creek  and  thence  eaaterly  by  way  of 
McCarren  Creek  and  down  May  and 
July  Creek*  to  the  sane  Inshwolntum.

On  leaving  Grand  Prairie 
through  etatapooato,  the  trail  again 
takes  to  th.  wilds  and  passes  easterly 
up  Big  Sheep  Creek  and  strikes  the 
headwatara  ef  nail  Creak,  where 
Roariaad  now  la;  down  IVall  Creek 
to  the  Columbia,  aad  dawa  that  to 
Port  Shepherd,  near  the  boundary. 
Th.  Columbia  was  creased  here,  and 
tiio  mountains,  which  had  been  pro- 
nounced by  the  boundary  aurveyor, 
Capt.  Darrah.  to  b<'  lini>racticable  and 
the  worst  Isolated  on  th*  boundary, 
w*ra  entered  by  way  of  Salmon  River 
and  I^oat  Creek.  Down  Summit  Creek 
to  MeLdioughlla'a  rany  brought  the 
trail  to  the  first  crossing  of  the  Koot- 
enay. Then  it  went  up  Ooat  River, 
diacovered  by  Carnes,  of  Big  Bend 
fame,  and  over  to  the  Moyie.  striking 
at  tha  present  site  of  Yahk.  the  Walla 
Walla  trail  mentioned  above.  Here 
Dewdney'a  original  work  stopped,  and 
h*  followed  this  trail  via  Joaepb's 
Prairie  to  Oalbralth'a  Ferry  oa  tba 
Kootenay  River.  Hera  a  road  waa 
made  up  Wild  Horse  Creek  hy  the 
miners  for  five  niilos  ti>  the  minea 
Thia  route  in  Its  entirety  Is  nowaday* 
called  the  I)cwi1ney  Trail.  Now,  how- 
ever, owing  to  the  coasatlon  of  placer 
mining  and  the  advent  of  rail  and 
road,  to  aay  nothing  of  the  airplane, 
the  trail  haa  praotfcsally  diaappeared 

Dewdney  made  attempt  to 
the  Kootenay  to  where  Nelaea 
Is.  In  tha  Impreaslon  that  he 
Kot  over  by  what  we  know  aa  Barl 
Oroy    I'aas   to    Columbia  IFaUar*  bpt 
nothing  came  of  that. 

The  extension  of  tha  trail  through 
the  Crow's  Nest  Pass  waa  not  aooom- 
plished  until  1474,  whea  It  waa  built 
hy  I'cter  Femle  on  the  action  of  R. 
Calhralih,  of  Fort  Steele,  who  was 
member  for  that  district  and  to  whose 
attention  it  was  drawn  by  Messrs. 
Michael  Phillips  and  Woods,  who 
firat  discovered  coal  in  the  paaa. 

Pernle  also  built  the  bridge  over  the 
i:ik.  which  haa  bo«n  incorrectly  stated 
to  hav*  been  on  th*  Dewdney  trail. 

Thia  I*  the  simple  stoi  y  of  the  trail, 
and  I  might  menUen  that  Mr.  O.  B. 
Martla  worked  with  him.  Mr.  Tom 
Ellis  waa  timekeeper  and  the  lata  Mr. 
William  C.  Fernle  was  foreman. 

After  that  thinK**  >\  ere  .hIow  until 
wImmi  th«  (|iiait/.  miners  got 
liusy  and  opon<  <l  up  the  <:ountry  again, 
this  time  being  in  the  Koseland  dis- 
trict. Railways  caaM  fa  aad  tba  old 
trails  were  blotted  out. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Anderson  also  gave  soma 
rcmln!nc«'ncpH.  iis  ha  iiad  traversed' 
tho  trail  when  a  child  and  clearly 
roooiiectfd  some  very  amualog  inci- 
dents of  the  roadhouae  keepers  of 
that  time.

The  amateur  gardaaer  idll  be  particularly 
busy  sowinjf  seeas  of  half  nardy  annuals  for 

Siiiiinirr  il:  pi  i  ]'.<■  surr  to  have  good  drain- 
age to  the  pots  or  boxes  by  placing  broken 
crockery  or  pots  over  the  holes  so  that  the 
^''•itM  pass  freely  through.     Then  place 

sonic  rougher  pieces  of  turfy  soil  next  and  fill 
up  the  rest  of  the  .ipace  with  rich'  soil  sifted 
'  *  Mc  texture.  Water  the  pot  Or  bpx  first, 
then  sow  the  seed.  Very  fine  seea  is  not 
covered  at  all.  simply  pressed  down,  say  with 
a  piece  of  ^lass;  larger  seeds  are  covered, 
say,  about  four  times  their  size,  and  the  sur- 
face pressed  smooth.  Then  lay  a  piece  of 
glass  ovrr  the  whole,  which  will  aid  much  in 
keeping  the  soil  from  drying  out,  thus  obvi- 
ating watering  when  it  might  disturb  the  ger- 
minating seeds. 

Hardy  annuals  can  be  sown  out  of  doors 
where  they  are  to  flower.  Larkspur,  poppies 
and  triignonctte  <  -p< .  i  illy  do  not  bear  trans- 
planting well,  and  i>liould  he  sown  where  they 
are  to  remain.  Sweet  peas,  of  course,  will  be 
in  every  garden.  For  early  blooms  the  seeds 
can  be  started  in  a  warm  window  prceidutusc 
or  hotbed.  Plant  two  or  three  seeds  in  a 
number  of  small  flower  pots  and  give  them 
plenty  o{  light.  To  keep  thr-  small  pots  from 
drying  out  they  can  be  placed  together  in  a 
.shall  i\v  box  and  the  spaces  between  the  pots 
tilled  with  moss,  wliich  is  kept  moist,  and  until 
the  seedlings  arc  through  cover  the  whole 
with  a  pane  of  glass  to  «h4ck  evaporation. 
Care  must  bo  taken   to  see  that   the  voiing 

Idants  grow  alon^  nicely  without  being  forced. 
Ceep  the  plants  in  the  pots  until  the  pots  arc 
lillcd  with  roots,  bnt  don't  keep  them  in  too 
great  warmth  all  this  time.  (Jn  the  contrary 
move  them  to  a  cold  frame  to  get  sturdy,  giv- 
ing plenty  of  air  by  dav  and  covering  at  night. 
Get  the  ^>lace  ready  where  they  are  to  bloom 
by  throwmgout  the  soil,  placing  some  decayed 
manure  at  the  bottom  and  incorporating 
some  with  the  soil  that  is  put  back.  Then 
turn  out  the  plants  froi^i  the  pots,  being  care^ 
ful  not  to  disturb  the  ball  of  earth  round  tlic 
roots,  rienty  of  moisture  and  a  soil  rich  in 
.  potash  and  phosphates  is  what  peas,  both 
garden  and  "swrrt."  need.  .An\oiir  livmg 
within  reach  of  seaweed  can  have  prize-win- 
ners by  laying  plenty  of  seaweed  in  tne  treifth. 
Wood  ashes  aKo  arc  valuable  for  peas. 

If  the  planting  of  trees  and  bushes  has 
been  left  until  now — and  in  many  cases  <it  has 
—  it  should  be  finished  aS  SOon  as  possible. 
Stake  the  newly  planted  trees  by  planting  the 
stake  with  the  tree,  then  there  will  be  no 
danger  of  prodding  it  through  .some  valuable 
roots.  Staking  aids  growth  by  preventing 
the  roots  being  disturbed  by  the  tree  swaying 
in  the  wind.  If  thr\  !  ,  not  been  pruned 
at  the  nursery  the  trees  must  be  cut  well  back. 
Raspberry  canes  shonid  be  cut  to  within  a  foot 
of  the  grotind.  I  l  is.  of  course,  means  no 
fruit  this  yeaf,  but  it  means,  if  they  are  well 
planted  and  cared  for,  a  goo«l  cr<ip  next  year, 
and  any  way  the  yield,  if  the  canes  arc  left 
this  year,  would  be  poor  and  at  the  expense 
of  an  ehorroous  amount  of  vitality.  So  one 
must  harden  one's  h^art  and  cut.

A  thorough  knowi* 
edge  of  modem  methods  is  not  necessary  to 
m.ike  a  M.ii f :  indeed,  t!r-  I  III i\\ ledge  can  only 
cunie  through  vears  ot  practical  experience. 
The  wider  one's  experience  the  better  bee- 

kerpei  one  ben  inic--.       It  ;\  essentia!  to  be  able 

to  apply  knowledge  promptly  and  to  do  the 
right  thing  at  the  right  time.    The  business 

of  beekeeping  is  one  of  detaib    ind  one  that 

requires  specialists.  To  gain  the  knowledge 
required,  it  is  advisable  for  the  prospective 

beekeeper  to  '.j  em!  at  h-.i^t  mir  season  with  a 

good  beekeeper  il  at  ail  possible.  If  this  can- 
not be  done,  much  may  be  learned  by  attend- 
ing sboit  (.  1.111  srs  !'i  beekeeiiMiL;  at  any  of  the 
colleges,  reading  good  books  on  the  subject  or 
visiting  neighboring  bee  yards  as  often  as 

possible. 

W  hen  ready  to  take  up  the  business  the 
first  consideration  is  one  of  location.  A  good 
h.cafion  is  one  that  will  product  a  fairly  eon 
tiiiuous  supply  of  pollen  and  nectar  from  eai!\ 
Spring  until  Fall,  with  at  least  one  source 
I'lif  '  '  depended  upon  for  a  heavy  crop. 
Transportation,  avoidance  of  overcrowding, 
and  shelter  from  winds  are  other  factors  to 
hear  in  mind  when  choosing  a  place  for  the 
apiary.  Locality  will  also  determine  the  sys- 
tem of  management,  th«  equipment  used  and 
kind  of  honey  prcKluced. 

Whenever  possible  the  beginner  should 
ptirchase  one  or  two  colonies  of  Italian  bees 
with  tested  queens  in  his  own  vicinity.  These 
should  be  in  modern  hives.  The  hive  in  com- 
mon use  is  the  ten  frame  Langstroth.  although 
some  beekeepers  now  prefe;  a  larger  hive 
carrying  twelve  frames,  or  the  teo  frame 
Jumbo,  which  is  a  deeper  hive. 

Bees  can  also  be  bought  in  one,  two  or 
three  pound  combless  packages,  and  if  ob- 
tained early  enough  in  the  season  arc  often 
equal  to  overwintered  colonies.  No  one  shotfid 
make  the  mistake  of  purchasing  package  bres 
until  he  has  hives  and  other  accessories  in 
reafliness. 

In  addition  to  the  colonies  of  bees  a  supply 
of  supers  is  necessary  for  the  storage  of  the 
crop,  the  equivalent  of  three  deep  supers  being 
allowed  for  each  colony.  Queen  excluders,  bee 
escapes,  smoker  and  a  veil  are  also  necessary. 
If  increase  is  desired,  a  few  complete  hives 
should  be  on  liand  for  tliis  purfiose.  There 
are  several  manutacturers  of  bee  supplies  that 
send  out  catalogues  on  application,  and  by

Un- 
less one  has  had  somcr  experience  with  bees 
do  not  be  tempted  to  purchase  a  large  number 
of  colonies,  even  though  they  are  ottered  at  a 
bargain.  It  is  discouraging  to  invest  a  large 
sum  of  money  in  an  apiary  anrl  then  to  lose 
most  of  the  bees  during  the  hrst  Winter 
through  lack  of  experience.>-C.  B.  Gooder- 
ham.

ALTHOUGH  potato  inspection  and  certi- 
fication has  rapidly  increased  in  scope 
and  usefulness  since^  its  inceptiem  in 
Canada  in  1915,  there  are  naturallv  manv 
potat(j  growers  throughout  the  country  to 
whose  attention  it  has  not  yet  l>een  drawn. 
It  is  therefore  desired  at  this  time  briefly  to 
eiiiiMi.-r.ite  the  aims  (,f  the  work  and  the 
niethods  followed,  in  order  that  all  growers 
interested  in  the  production  of  seed  potatoes 
reasonably  free  from  disease  may  be  kept  in- 
formed with  regard  to  this  phase  of  agricul- 
tural activity  and.  if  they  desire  to  do  so, 
m.ike  application  for  an  inspectkm  of  tbeir 
fields  during  the  coming  season. 
The  aims  of  the  abo^  work  are : 

(1)  To  encourage  the 'greater  production 
of  .seed  potatoes  fi-  '  -ease. 

(2)  To  wake  knovMi  to  the  growers  the 
various  diseases  affecting  potatoes,  their 
economic  importance,  and  acceptM^laethoda 
for  their  contrf»l. 

(3)  To  recommen<l  to  the  growers,  in  the 
event  of  a  change  of  seed  being  found  neces- 
sary, sources  of  disease-free  seed  p  .tafoe  , 
thus  gradually  eliminating  undesirable  .stock! 

(4)  To  assist  the  growers  whose  stock 
ujKjn  inspection  is  found  to  measmr  up  to 
the  standards  set,  m  securing  favorable  prices 
tor  their  seed,  by  the  issuance  of  oAcial  certi- 
hcates  vouching  for  its  quality.

I  omit  all  climbing  and  creeping  plants, 
ttecause  I  have  just  treated  them  (partially)  m 
two  separate  articles.  I  also  omit  many  small 
and  beautiful  plants,  especially  suited  to  the 
rockery  or  rootery,  because  I  propose  to  treat 
them  in  »  separate  article. 

1  start  with  the  Ranunculaceae.  anrl  go 
fnirougfi^the  list,  following  the  accepted  botan- 
ical order  and  finishing  with  the  Grassineae, 
with  special  reference  to  some  hardy  bamboos, 
wkkb  ought  to  be  much  more  popular  in 
gardens  than  they  have  been.

It  seems  that  many 
people  are  unaware  of  the  beautiful  shrubby 
and  non-climbing  ones.  C.  patens  is  a  Japan- 
ese plant,  and  grows  frpm  6  to  10  feet  high. 
The  ilowers  come  on  the  old  ripened  wood, 
and  so  the  pruning  or  cutting  hack,  if  neces- 
sary, should  be  done  with  caution.  The  type 
has  pretty  mauve  flowers  with  six  to  eight 
sepals  in  May  and  June,  but  there  are  also 
many  garden  varieties,  which  have  larger 
ftowers.  and  white,  deep  blue,  bluish  lilac  with 
purple  bar  and  other  tints,  and  thev  fl-nver 
throifgh  the  whole  of  Spring  and  Summer. 

There  is  a  fine  Chinese  species  called  C. 
langinosa,  which  grows  5  and  6  feet  high,  and 
has  solitary  flowers  6  inches  and  more  across, 
and  they  arc  white,  pale  lavender  and  rich 
purple.  The  "pallida"  varietv  has  fldWers  0 
and  10  inches  across.  This  clematis  is  the 
parent  of  many  very  beautiful  hybrids,  and 
they  mostly  flower  all  through  Summer  and 
Autumn.  These  bush  clematis  are  very  ef- 
fective at  the  back  of  the  border  or  the  front 
of  the  shrubbery,  and  1  wotdd  direct  special 
attention  to  them  and  recommend  anyone  in- 
terested who  does  not  know  them  to  k>bk 
them  up. 

Some  of  the  many  species  of  Thalictrum 
(Meadow  Rue)  are  especially  beautiful,  and 
all  have  exquisite  foliage  T.  minns  has  Ic.ive, 
just  like  maidenhair  fern,  and  is  beautiful 
anywhere,  even  as  a  pot  plant.  The  different 
spenes  have  some  beautifnllv  graceful  and 
dainty  flowers  with  loose  bunche^of  feathery 
fluffy  Stamens,  backed  by  small  sepals, 
creamv,  rosy  or  purpld  The  Aquilegia,  or 
"Coluniibine,"  leaved  varieties  have  big  loose 
bunches  of  soft  featherv  flowers.  Of  all  the 
Thalictrums  prf.bablv  T.  dijjt eroearpnm  is  the 
most  attractive,  as  the  beautiful  panicles  of 
vblet  flowers,  with  «mber-yellow  stamens, 
are  quite  exceptionally  conspictions.  It 
should  not  be  grown  where  it  would  be  ex- 
posed to  violent  winds,  and  the  species  makes 
a  very  fine  pot  plant. 

Anemones  are  always  a  joy  to  the  be- 
holder. There  are  perhaps  a  htmdred  varie- 
ties, all  beautiful.  1  would  draw  special  at- 
tention to  A.  blanda,  the  'blue  W  inter  wind- 
tlower";  it  shows  its  deep  blue  flowers  in 
l-ebruary.  A  coronaria  has  a  range  of  bright 
colored  flowers,  and  A.  fulgens  grandiflora, 
which  is  said  to  be  a  variety  of  the  species  A. 
hortensis,  has  (gorgeous  scarlet  vermilion 
dowers.  But  the  St.  Brigid  anemones  are  the 
gayest  of  alf,  unA-l  refer  to  them  especially 
because  they  are  so  cheap  and  sf)  easily 
grown,  and  b^use  I  wish  to  advise  that 
when  you  buy  a  bunch  of  these,  you  should  not 
].lant  them  all  at  once,  but  spread  the  plant- 
ing over  a  long  space  of  time,  putting  in  the

The  early  flowers  come 
before  the  leaves^  and  can  be  protected  during 
a  frost  by  tbrdwmg  a  cloth  or  canvas  or  mat- 
ting over  them.  They  are  very  good  in  a  rose 
bed,  as  they  are  eoing  off  just  when  the  roses 
are  coming  on.  M,  gtauca  is  evergreen,  from 
the  Eastern  I'nited  States,  and  is  known  as 
Laurel  Magnolia  or  Sweet  Bay.  This  is  a 
very  beautiful  shrub  and  grows  up  to  15  feet, 
with  many  (  i  .  .  ;  \  white  flowers.  It  shonid  be 
prown  in  a  moist  soil  with  peaty  loam.  There 
IS  another  evergreen  species  called  M.  grandi 
flora,  which  grows  in  the  Southern  States,  but 
would  be  hardy  here  if  protected  from  the 
north  and  east;  the  flowers  arc  large,  white 
and  sweet  scented.

Growin^^  the  Amaryllis 

The  noldc  flower  of  the  amar\llis  is  a 
temptation  to  everyone  with  any  opportunity 
at  all  in  the  way  of  glass  to  grow  this  bulb. 
Tt  docs  not  require  a  very  high  temj.eratnre, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  has  a  very 
distinct  season  for  rest  as  well  as  a  season  for 
activity,  and  to  coddle  and  stimula-'  i'  .  tr. 
when  they  require  rest  is  simply  to  tight 
against  their  nature.  / 

They  prefer  a  somewhat  heavy  soi]  en- 
riched   with  well    rotted    manure    and  not 

f ground  too  fine,  a  bit  luniuy,  m  fact,  is  prc- 
erable.     The  bulbs  are  planted  with  about 
two-thirds  of  their  bulk  above  the  surface  in 
February  or  March.    At  lirst  not  much  water 
must  be  given,  but  as  the  growth  extends  the 
moisture  must  be  increased  until  thev  come 
into  flower.    Duriug  the  flowering  period  the 
plant  should  be  kept  in  a  fairly  cool  atmos- 
phere, which  will  considerably  prolong  the  life 
of  the  blooms.     When  the  flowers  are  over 
the  plants  are  kept  moist  until  the  period  of 
growth  is  completed,  when  they  are  given  less 
and  less  water,  but  not  dried  out  completely. 
This  should  be  understood,  as  it  has  been  the 
habit  of  some  to  allow  them  to  become  dust 
dry,  which  is  a  mistake.     The  roots  should 
not  be  disturbed  if  it  is  not  necessary  to  do 
so.  therefore  the  plant  may  be  left  undisturbed 
in  the  pot  for  two  or  three  years     A  six  inch 
pot  will  be  sufficient  accommodation,  and  if 
before  bringing  the  plant  into  a  state  of  ac- 
tivity a  little  of  the  dry  top  soil  is  shal<cn  out 
and  replaced  by  a  mixture  of  turfy  loam  and 
well  rotted  manure,  there  need  be  no  worry 
about  changing  the  soil      A  little  weak  liquid 
manure  may  be  given  as  the  flowering  perkxl 
begins. 

There  are  a  number  of  \cry  fine  varieties, 
thanks  to  the  work  of  the  hybVidist.  and  sev* 
eral  are  obtainable  in  Victoria.  While,  of 
course,  greenhouse  conditkMM  are  the  most  , 
desirable,  with  the  ability  to  control  the  tern 
perature  according  to  requirements,  the 
amarylhs  has  frequently  been  grown  with  suc- 
cess in  a  good  window,  and  any  lover  of  house 
plants  who  has  not  yet  tried  this  beautiful 
flower  should  certainly  make  the  trial  now.

The  Recent  Watct  Scheme 

THE  recciit  plebiscite  taken  on  the  Greater 
Victoria  Water  Act   revealed  ckarly 
that  the  project,  however  benevolent- 
its  intention,  was  not  in  the  least  in  line  with 
the  ideas  of  the  voters.   It  did  not  please  the 
people  of  which  was  to  be  c.\pecte<l 

since  it  contemplated  taking  from  them  then 
one  profitable  asset;  hut  almost  equally  it  did 
not  please  the  pcojdc  of  the  <«inntry,  which  at 
first  sight  may  seem  more  diflicult  to  under- 
stand. 

The  situation   as  regards  tha  irrigation 

question  is  this:  In  the  country  there  is  n.. 
extent  of  any  size,  unless  it  be  at  Gordon 
Head,  where  small  fruit  farms  are  found  CX- 
clusivelv.  In  each  district  there  are  two  «.- 
three  siiiall  fruit  farms,  then  a  larger  j^acc 
w  h(  re  mixed  farming  is  carried  on.  As  every- 

bo<Iv  knows,  mixed  farming  can  pet  (mi  with- 
out irrigation  and  the  owner  consequently  will 
fight  for  all  he  is  woeth  agaiiiat  a  project 
which  for  him  means  a  charge  that  will  force 
him  out  of  his  present  business.    Agaui,  out 
of  the  small  fruit  growers  the  man  who  spe- 
cializes  in  strawberries  is  not  keen  on  irriga- 
tion.  It  is  not  often  that  the  drought  sets  in  . 
so  early  as  to  spoil  his  crop  i§  It  has  received 
the  necessary  cultivation  through  the  scastni, 
and  is  well  and  truly  planted  to  begin  with! 
The  strawberry  grower,    therefore,  will  be 
against  a  thing  which,  at  best,  will  be  but  a 
doubtful  benefit  and  yet  which  will  be  a  cer-  . 
tain  charge  against  a  business  that  has  qutta 
enough  charges  already.    The  same  may  ba  . 
said  of  those  who  arc  exmbarking  mora  ex- . 
tensively  upon  seed  growinir. 

The-?,  !      -  e, .  who  are  engaged  fai  togmar^ 
berry  growing,  raspberries  and  vegetables  aro 
lielpless  without  water  supplied  through  the 
dryest  part  of  the  Summer,   ^'et  if  they  are  ' 
scattered  among  the  people   w  ho   can  get  on 
without  it.  necessarily,  they  will  not  be  able  to 
carry  their  view  s.    The  way  out  of  the  difll- ' 
cultv  seems  clear.   There  should  be  system  oV' 
zoning  in  the  matter.    Those  who  desire  to  • 
engage  in  crops  not  needing  irrigation  shonid  ' 
seek  the  district  or  the  part    of  the  district 
where  they  will  find    people    who  arc  like- 
minded,  while  those  who    lean  to  irrigated  • 
crops  will  get  within  rfach  of  the  water  pipes. 
^    Some  pcojilc.  of  course,  will  say  that  this 
IS  ridiculously  Utopian ;    that  the  man  who 
develops  an  idea  for  going  into  a  certain  line 
is  usually  settled  in  his  home  and  he  wants  ti> 
do  it  right  where  he  is.    But  after  all.  is  thit 
a  reasonable  objection?  A  man  mav.  by  read-  ' 
in"'  some  glowing  description  of  tobacco  grow- 
ing, for  instance,  decide  that  he  would  like  to  1 
go  in  for  that,  but  he  would  be  taking  big; 
risks  in  going  in  for  it  commercially  in  our 
locality  with  its  cool  early  Summers.    Yet  * 
tobacco  can  be  grown  here  in  a  small  wav.  ai 
many  people  have  proved.

A  system  of  roning.  then,  would  aflford 
sections  m  the  immediate  vicinity  of  \'i>  toria 
where  people  who  desired  could  go  in  for  irri-  • 
gated  crops.   By  .so  doing  all  the  more  remote 
districts  would  be  left  nndisfnrbed  to  ,  nrrv 
on  the  form  of  pro<luctiun  that  has  been  found  . 
to  be  most  profitable.   On   the  other  hand, 
those  sections  which  would  be  supplied  with 
water  sufbuent  for  irrigation  would  be  closer 
in,  thtti  reducing  the  cost  of  mains  and  also  ' 
bringing  |>erishal)Ie  crops  within    easy    and  • 
quick  reach  of  a  market  whether  for  imme-  ' 
diate  consumption  or  for  shipping  or  canning,  • 
Such  concentration  of  the  benefits  of  the  pres- 
ent  water  system  would  have  many  advan-  ' 
tages.   In  the  first  place,  it  would  utilize  the  , 
present  surplus  water  without  creating  the 
need  for  cxpeafiiye  extra    installation.    For  . 
one  thing  is  clear,  the  present  surplus  would 
never  have  been  nearly  suflleient  for  the  com- 
plete irrigation  of  the  territory  embraced  by 
the  Greater  Victoria  Water  Act.  Concentrat- 
ing, however,  what  <locs    exist  as  a  surplus 
under  present  conditn^iis  would  involve  only 
the  subsidiary  piping  require<l  for  the  section  , 
to  be  supplied,  and    the    cost    per  unit  cor- 
respondingly lower.    Tlun  there  would  be  no 
wasteful  stretches  ot  piping.    All  in  that  sec-  . 
tion  would  iilili.'e  the  water.    This  is  a  very  • 
ditfetent  matter  to  carrying  it  through  an  ex-  '. 
tensive  district  where  for  half  a  mile  or  more  ' 
It  may  front  upon  an  ordinary  farm,  the  owner 
of  which  has  no  desire   nor  training  for    ibr  . 
specialized  work  of  intensive  farming.  Agam,  y 
this  would  mean  a  logical  and  steady  growth!  » 
There  are  people  who  ar^fue  that  an  enter- 
prise  must  be  carried  on  in  a  big  way  or  not 
at  all.    But  in  the  history  of  commcsce  this 
is  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule.    It  ma  - 
be  possible  that  the  territory  becoming  known  . 
as  Greater  Victoria  is  deitined  to  become  one  f 
large  poultry  ami  small  fnnt  pl.mt.  but  this  • 
means  tha>  certain  impoM.mi  .idjnstmcnts  of 
outside  i      iliiions    must     take     place  first.

Not  only  has  national  transportation  been 
readjusted,  but  where  there  arc  what  may  be 
termed  crude  natural  resources,  such  as 
mineral  and  timber,  short  lines  of  railway  have 
Nolvcd  development  problems  and  made  pos- 
sible the  profitable  operation  of  industrial  un- 
dertakinffs.  Authority  for  the  operation  of  in- 
dustn.il  i  i  lu  i  s  ,11  common  carriers  must 
be  ol>taiiicd  Uuin  the  legislature.  Since 
the  Icgi.'ilature  of  British  Columbia  has  beeh 
cn(4a^<  d  m  c  onsideration  of  ads  of  incorpora- 
tion lor  143  railways.  Some  of  these  acts  in- 
volved the  granting  of  landa^  in  aid  of  railway 
C0i)-trn<  tion.  .sonic  of  them  were  amending 
acts  and  some  of  them  granted  extensions  of 
lime  or  modifications  of  conditions  under 
whit  h  loiistnu  tii)n  might  take  place.  Of  the 
total  number  <f  I'rovincial  Charters  granted, 
66  have  lapsed,  demonstrating  that  visions 
sometimes  are  hallucinatory.  The  report  of 
the  Department  of  Railways  for  the  year  1921 
shows  that  87  of  these  railways  were  in  actual 
operation.  By  far  the  largest  number  of 
these  were  logging  railways,  varying  in  length 
from  one  to  twenty-seven  miles.  Electric 
tramways  are  not  counted  into  this  total.  The 
total  distance  under  operation  traversed  1,0/4 
miles,  while  the  additional  mileage  of  street 
raflwaySj  371,  brings  the  whole  mileage  under 
supervision  of  the  I'rovincial  department  up 
to  1,442.  The  British  Columbia  Electric  Rail- 
ay  (.'ompahy,  operating  in  Vancouver-  and 
Victoria  with  interurljan  lines,  manages  all 
but  four  miles  of  street  railways,  the  latter  be- 
ing operated  in  the  City  of  h^elson,  a  muni- 
cipally owned  car  line.  The  Pacific  Great 
Eastern  Railway  has  thirteen  miles  of  line 
operating  ti  m  North  \'.in<'  nvcr  to  White- 
clyffc  and  6/\  miles  extending  trum  Sqiumish 
to  Quesnel  in  tlie  several  Mainiauc^  sectioift.

"It  is  much  longer, 
but  when  the  weather  is  good  it  is  not  diffi- 
cult walking  and  is  the  safest."

Besides  the  Russian  officer,  clad  in  rough 
working  clothes,  there  was  a  lady  who  spoke 
French,  and  two  pretty  girls  of  about  15  and 
17  years  of  age.  The  girls  were  dressed 
rather  a  la  turcque,  in  brown  woolen  jerkins 
and  trousers  of  the  same  material.  They 
.  showed  no  trace  of  nervousness,  and  both 
looked  as  though  they  were  thoroughly  enjoy- 
ing a  jolly  adventure.  They  spoke  to  the  offi- 
cer in  Russian  and  to  the  lady  in  French,  and 
I  took  it  that  she  was  a  fovemess  and  he  an 
escort. 

We  drove  out  from  Fit.i  >  I  'ttage  at  one 
o'clock.  The  land  through  which  the  Russian 
frontier  passes  west  of  Lake  Ladoga  is  forest 
and  morass,  with  few  habitations.  In  Winter 
the  morass  freezes  and  is  covered  with  deep 
snow.  The  next  stage  of  our  journey  ended  at 
a  remote  hut  five  miles  from  the  frontier  on 
the  Russian  side,  the  occupant  of  which,  like- 
wise a  Finnish  peasant,  was  to  condurt  ns  on 
foot  through  the  woods  to  the  fn^f  l-innish 
village,  ten  miles  beyond.  Tin  it  was  a 
Horious  one.  The  day's  storm  had  t  ^inpletc- 
ly  abated.  Huge  white  clouds  floated  slowly 
across  the  full  moon  and  the  air  was  still. 
The  fiftccn-milc  slei).,di  drive  fron)  I'ita's  cnt- 
ta>;c  to  the  peasant's  hut.  over  hill  and  dale, 
l»y  sideways  ami  occasionally  straight  across 
the  marshes  when  outposts  had  to  he  avoiflcd, 
was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  I  have  ever  ex- 
perienced— even  in  Russia. 

In  a  large  open  clearance  of  the  forest 
stood  three  or  four  rude  hut'-,  with  tumble- 
down outhouses,  black,  silent  and  ttlry-pic- 
turesque,  throwing  blue  shadows  on  the 
fataling  snow,  'fhe  driver  knocked  at  one  of 
the  doors.  After  much  waiting  it  was  opened, 
and  we  were  admitted  by  an  old  pea«iant  and 
his  wife,  obviously  torn  from  their  slumbers. 

\Vc  were  joined  a  quarter  of  an  hour  later 
bpr  the  ot^jcr  party,  exchanging,  however,  no 
.■tvilities  or  signs  lA  recognition.  When  the 
;>easant  had  dressed  we  set  out. 

Deserting  the  track  roadway  almost  iinine- 
dtately,  we  launched  into  the  deep  snow  across 
Ihe  open  ground,  making  directly  for  the 
forest.  Progress  was  retarded  by  the  soft 
snowdrifts  into  which  our  feet  sank  as  high  as 
the  knees,  and  for  the  sake  of  the  ladies  we  had 
to  make  frequent  halts.  Winding,'  in  and  out 
i>f  the  forest,  avoiding  tracks,  and  skirtmg 
.>pen  spaces,  it  seemed  an  interminaUe  tfane 
before  we  arrived  anywhere  near  the  acttial 
frontier  line. 

Mrs.  Marsh  and  the  French  ladv  patched 
up  a  chatting  ar<|naiiitance,  and  dunng  one  of 
our  halts,  while  the  girls  were  lying  out- 
stretched on  the  Mow,  I  asked  her  if  the 
Fr'  !i  'i  l.idv  had  fwM  her  who  our  Companions 
wci  c.  iiut  the  I  rengh  lady,  it  appeared,  would 
not  say  until  we  had  gfctuaUy  crossed  the 


frontier. 

I  was  astonished  at  the  manner  in  whicli 
Mrs.  Marsh  sffx^d  the  strain  of  our  night  ad- 
vent tur  She  !iad  been  in  prison  nearly  a 
month,  living  on  tlie  scanty  and  atrocioiij 
prison  food,  subjected  to  long,  nerve-racknig 
and  searching  cross-examinations,  yet  she  bore 
up  better  than  any  of  the  otliT  fetnaies  in  <^Mir 
party,  and  after  rest-halts  was  aU\Hvs  the  hr  .t 
tO.be  ready  to  restart.  There  were' ditches  to 
erofs  and  narrow,  rickety  bridges  to  be 
traversed.  Once  our  guide  I.idm  with  par- 
cels, suddenly  \  ,111!  .!ird.  <  <  mpletely 
into  an  invisible  dyke  wiiuh  l^.i  1  iiMrd  v\i'l) 
snowdrift.  He  scramblcil  up  the  other  side 
wet  fr<  til  the  water  into  which  he  had  plunged 
through  the  thin  ice.  The  snow  was  so  soft 
that  We  tould  find  no  foothold  to  jump,  and  it 
looked  as  if  there  were  no  means  of  crossing 

exe^t  as  our  poor  guide  had  d.-tn-    iin'd  fl  ,. 

idea  occurred  to  me  that  h\  ^i-i.iwluig  on  my 
stomach  the  snowdrift  might  not  collapse.

As  an  -I!  f  t  .  (bis,  it  was    evident  the 
Communists  were  beginning  to  realize  that 
political  "soundness"  (that  i  ,  public  confes- 
sion ol  the 'Ccmununist  creed  >  v\  a  s  a  bad  sub- 
stitute lor  administrative  ability    I  bc  premium 
on  ignorance  was  being  replaced  by  a  premium 
on  intelligence  and  training,  and  Iniurgeois 
"specialists"  of  every  calling,  subject  t<.  rigid 
Commtmist  control,  were  oeing  encouraged 
to  resume  t!i.  ir  avocations    or    accept  posts 
with  remunerative  pay  under  the  Soviet  Gov- 
ernment.  Only  two  conditions  were  required, 
namely,  that  the  individual  renounce  all  claim 
tQ  former  property  and  all  participation  in 
politics.   These  overtures  were  made  particu- 
larly to  members  of  the  liberal  professions, 
doctors,  nurses,  matrons,  teachers,  actors  and 
artists,  but  also  to  industrial  and  commercial 
experts,  and  even  landlords  who  were  tfsined 
agriculturists.    Thus  was  established  a  com- 
promise with  the  bourgeoisie. 

No  people  in  the  world  are  so  capable  of 
heroic  and  self-sacrificing  labor    for  purely 
altruistic  motives  as  a  certain  type  of  Russian. 
^  remember  Iff  th<r  Summer  of  1918,  wTTen  the 
persecution  of  the     intelligentsia  was  at  its 
height,  drawing  attention  iu  an  official  report 
to  the  remarkable  fact  of  the  large  number  of 
educated  Russians  who  had  heroicallv  stuck 
to  their  posts  and  were  struggling  m  the  face 
of  adversity  to  save  at  least  somethi  ng  from 
the  general  wreck.    Such  individuals  might  be 
found  at  times  even  within  the  ranks  of  "the 
party,"  but  they  cared  little  for  the  silly  poli- 
tics of  Bolshevism  and  nothing  whatever  for 
the  world  revolution.    Credit  is  due    to  the 
Communists  at  least  to  this  extent,  that  they 
realized  ultimately  the  value  of  such  humane 
service,  and,  when    they    discovered  it,  en- 
couraged it,  especially  if  the  credit  for  it  ac- 
crued to  themselves.   The  work  done  by  heroic 
uidividuals  of  this    type    served    largely  to 
counterbalance    the    psychological  ettcct  of 
ever- increasing  political  and  industrial  slavery, 
and  it  has    therefore    been    denounced  as 
"treacherous"  by  some  <;ounter-revolutionary 
emigres,  and  especially  by  those  in  whose  eyes 
the  alleviation  of  the  bitter  lot  of  the  Russian 
people  was  a  minor  deUil  compared  with  the 
task  of  restoring  themselves  to  the  seat  Of 
power. 

The  third  growing  tendency,  the  militarist, 
was  the  most  interestingt  and,  Mdentallv.  to 

mr  flw  r  '  Mibarrassing.  The  .•^tiniiihis  to 
I'  111  I  a  II  r,"':  Ked  army  tor  world-revolution- 
ary j.urposes  was  accentuated  by  the  presshig 
need  of  mobilizing  forces  to  beat  otf  the 
counter-revolutionary,  or  "White"  armies 
gathering  on  the  outskirts  of  Rbssia.  particu- 
larly in  tlir  south  ,ind  e.r  t  'I'ln  *  .ill  for 
volunteers  was  a  complete  ladure  from  the 
start,  except  in  so  far  as  people  joined  the  Red 
army  with  the  object  of  getting  l)iggcr  rations 
until  being  sent  to  the  front,  and  then  desert- 
ing at  the  first  oppoitunity.  So  mobilization 
ortlers  increased  in  frc(|ucncy  and  stringency 
and  until  I  got  some  settled  occupation  i  had 
to  invent  expedients  to  keep  my  i)assport 
papers  up  to  date. 

My  friends  the  Finnish  patrols  had  furnished 
me  with  a  renewed  document  better  worded 
that  the  last  and  with  a  later  date,  so  I  left 
the  old  one  in  Finland  and  now  keep  it  as  a 
treasured  relic.  As  a  precautionary  measure 
I  changed  my  name  to  Joseph  Krylenko.  Btit 
the  time  was  coming  when  even  those  em- 
ployees bf  the  Extraordinary  Commission  who 
were  not  indispensable  mt^t  bt  subject  to 
mobilization.

Recently  this 
undertaking  had    occasion  to    augment  its 
rolling  stock,  and  in  order  to  get  the  best  pos- 
sible result,  it  invited  five  of  the  principual 
rolling  stock  makers  in  Great  Hritain  to  con- 
struct a  sample  co.ich  embodying  all  the  im- 
provements that  the  makers  could  devise.  One 
of  these  new  coaches  has  several  most  interest- 
ing new  features.   The  wheels  are  fitted  with 
leather  shrouds  to  deaden  the  noise,  and  the 
illuminntion  Is  arranged  so  that  most  of  the 
la'  r       1'  coiuealed,  thus  giving  a  very  soft 
diffused  light  all  over.    The  sliding  doors  are 
worked  by  air  pressure,  and  the  various  fit- 
tings are  made  either  of  aluminium  or  black 
vulcanite  in  order  to  reduce  weight.  The  same 
firm  which  designed  th  is  novel  coach  is  now 
engaged  o\t  completing    2(X)    all-steel  cars 
with  high  sides   and    140   all-steel  covered 
cara  lor  an  American  railway. 


Britiah  Turbine  for  Chicago 
In  1912  the  Electric  Supply  Undertaking  in 
Chicago  installed  a  British-made  steam  tur- 
bine for  the  geneiatioii  of  clcctricit\.  This 
turbine  was  of  25,UUO  k.w.,  and  was'then.  al- 
most the  largest  in  the  world.  The  results 
achieved  by  this  Uritish-made  machine  have 
been  so  satisfactorv  that  the  same  imdertak- 
ittg  has  now  ordered  aiiotiier  steam  turbo-gcii- 
erator  of  double  the  si/.c  from  the  same  mak- 
ers. This  machine  will  be  of  recr.rd  sire  and 
is  confidently  expected  to  maintain  the  re- 
putation established  for  British  electrical 
plant  by  its  giant  predecessor. 

A  CtlluMd  Mirror 

A  most  curious  and  interesting  novelty  was 
shown  t>y  a  British  linn  of  instrument  makers 
at  a  recent  scientific  exhibition  ni  London, 
England.  In  optical  appliances  there  is  an 
objection  to  the  use  of  tlie  ordinary  silver- 
back  glass  mirtor  on  account  of  the  double  rc- 
licction  from  the  surface  of  the  glass  and  from 
the  surface  of  the  silver  backing.  The  novelty 
mentioned  consists  of  mirrors  made  of  cellu- 
loid. The  celluloid  it  made  by  a  special 
process  which  gives  a  film  of  extraordinarv 
thinness.  Portions  of  such  hlms  several  inches 
square  are  mounted  in  frames  of  sheet  alu- 
minum and  form  a  strong  mirror  which  onlv 
very  slightly  weakens  the  light  of  the  re- 
flected beam.  Mirrors  of  this  type  have  been 
already  used  in  a  number  of  optical  inatfll- 
ments  with  grent  surrrsq 

Wondctful  Cbiomoscope

The  brake 
can    l^e    operated     by     two    short  hand 
levers    at    diagonally    opposite   comers  of 
the  cars.     The  mechanism    is  so  designed 
that  the  brake  is  \eif  rapidly  and  efficiently 
applied  siniplv  by  pulling    down  the  lever. 
Once  the  brake  is  ^  it  is  practically  locked 
m  position  and  cannot  be  released    until  the 
lever  is  detiniteiy  moved  up  again.   By  an  in- 
p^enious  device  any  wear  in  the  brake  blocks 
is  tak<  M  up.  so  that  repeate<l  adjustment  is  not 
revj.iired     Although  the  p-essure  which  the 
shunter  esrerts  on  the  lever  is  only  about  si.\ty 
IK.un  1  ,  the  brake  block  itself    exercises  a 
pressure  of  six    thousand  pounds — which  is 
enough  to  give  efficient  braking  and  not  too 
great  to  produce  skidding.    This  new  brake 
can  be  adapted  to  power  braking   with  air 
pressure  or  vacuum  systems. 


New  British  Train  Ferry 
During  the  war  considerable  use  was  made 
of  train  ferries  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
Continent,  nialnlv  under    conditions  which — 
although  excellent  for  war  purposes — did  not 
offer  satisfactory  opportunities  of  profitable 
use  for  ordinary  coniincrcial  purposes.    A  new 
enterprise  has,  however,  been  set  on  foot  for 
a  tram  ferry  between  Harwich  and  Belgium 
on  a  definite  business    basis.    Harwich  has 
been  chosen  not  only  because  of  the  consider- 
able traflfic  to  the  Continent,  but  also  because 
the  tidal  tie  an  :       '       \  »-i  v  Miiall  and  there 
is  ample  deptli  oi  water  at  all  states  of  the  tide. 
The  train  ferry  boats  to  be  utilised  arc  those 
which  were  employed  for  war  purposes.  Thev 
have  a  length  of  350  feet  and  are  propelled  bv 
triple  expansion  engines  at  a  speed  of  twelve 
knots.    This  interesting  equipment    i.s  ex- 
pected to  -be  in  full  operation  before  the  end  fd 
the  present  year. 


Wireless  Warning 

The  reliability  and  safety  of  the  British  air 
services  to  the  Continent  are  due  in  no  imall 
measure  tc)  the  provision  of  wireless  apparatus 
which  enables  constant  comm'.micati<m  to  be 
maintained  with  land  stations.  On  a  recent 
occasion  an  aeroplane  lca\  ing  London  lost  one 
of  the  wheels  from  its  under-camage  shortly 
after  rising  from  the  ground;  The  accident 
was  not,  of  course,  noticed  by  the  pilot,  but 
he  received  inforniulioii  of  it  from  the  land 
station,  and  this  warning  enabled  him  to  make 
a  safe  landing  on  the  one  tctaaining  wheel  hj 
tilling  hih  machine. 

Abolishing  the  Stoker 
One  of  tiie  great  advantages  of  using  r.il 
fuel  in  place  of  coal  on  board  ship  is  that  it 
avoids  the  dreadful  conditions  under  which 
stokers  have  to  work  when  shovelling  coal 
into  the  furnaces,   brom  that  point  of  vifw  it 
would  be  of  great  advanUi^e  if  every  ship 
were  converted  to  oil  'burning,  hut  so  vaM  a 
change  cannot  be  expected  to  take  place  at 
onre.  Meanwhile  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
tliere  is  a  useful  alternative  to  oil  fuel  burn- 
ing.  It  has  been  proved  by  British  eim;ineers

BUctrical  Remrch 
One  of  the  lines  of  research  work  m  the 
electrical  field    which    appears  particularly 
suited  to  a  research   association    is   the  in- 
vestigation of  switching  and  arcing  with  large 
currents  of  high  voltages.   This  class  of  work 
cannot  be  undertaken  in  any  college  labora- 
tory, and  while  the    individual  manufacturer 
can  do  more,  he  will    usually    not  have  the 
necessary  plant  available,  or  even  if  he  has  will 
hardly  -be  in  a  position  to  devote  it  to  work  of 
this  nature.

pany.    Important  work  has  already  been  done 
with  this  i>lant,  which  cost  severaL thousand 
pounds,  and  the  association    is  appealing 
large  users  and   suppliers  of   electricity  lur 
their  co-operation  in  extending  the  research. 
In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  n  .i  l.

Apart  from  that  relating    to  switch 
gear,  already  mentioned,  researches  arc  being 
carried  out  on  various  types  of  manufactured 
insulatinjf  material,  porcelain,  mica  and  mican- 
ite  and  msulating  oils.    In  connection  with 
this  latter  itei'i  an  t  is  being  made  to 

develop  a  method  oi  tc  tmg  elimipating  the 
high-voltage  transformer  equipment  which  is 
now  nccessai  1  an  investigation  is  being 

made  of  the  merits  of  centrifugal  separators 
for  transformer  oil  purification.  The  associa- 
tion continues  to  co-operate  in  the  important 
corrosion  r^earches  of  the  Institute  of  Metals 
and  in  the  turbine  nozzle  research  oi  the  In 
stitution  of  Mechanical  Engineers.

manufacture.    Recently  the  whole  diaracter 
of  Mond   gas  haa  been  altered.  Originally 
some  2'/i  tons  of  steam  were  passed  through 
the  producer  for  each  ton  of  coal  gasified,  and 
of  this  a  large  proportion  went  to  waste,  carry- 
ing ofT  with    it    mtJch  heat.    Some    135.000  _ 
cubic  feet  oi  gas  were  produced  per  ton  of  coal 
burnt,  the  net  calorific  value  being  W  B.  Th._ 
r.  per  luliic  foot.3y  change.s  m  the  working' 
the  quantity  of  steam  paaacd  through  the  pro- 
ducer has  been  reduced' to  one  un\  per  ton  of 
coal  gasified,  and  the  calorific  value  of  the  gas 
has  'been  raised  to    178  B.Th.r.    per  cubic 
foot.    With  the.^e  ehanges  the  gas  becomes 
suitable  for  <ither  than   manufacturing  pur- 
p€>ses,  and   should   the   company's   Bill  go 
through,  the  fortunate  inhabitants  of  the  area 
o!  supply  will  be  provided  with  a  cheap  and 
N  anly  fuel.    Some  serious  opposition  may  be 
expected,  particulaily  from  doctors,  very  few 
of  whom  are  m  the  habit  of  .thinking  acienti- 

fieally.  Imt.  iik^  thi*  lawvers,  prefer  a  t'riori 
reasoning,  and  will,  llicrclore,  lu  spue  >«.  of 
American  experience,  declare-  that  the  gas 
contains  too  high  a  percent aj.;'-  of  carbon 
monoxide  to  be  sale.  Actually  the  cyntent  is 
less  than  has  long  been  adftlitted'  in  gas  sup- 
plied for  domestic  uses  in  America  without 
any  disastrous  results.

"At  10;40  yesterday  morning  Her  Brit- 
annic Majesty  s  cruiser  Warspite  Steamed  into 
this  harbor  with  tlu-  tide  She  was  a  splendid 
sight  in  the  clear  blue  light  of  the  forenoon, 
the  effect  at  some  distance  being  that  of  a  huge 
yellow  pyramid  gliding  over  the  waters.

**The  country  is  thickly  wooded;  indeed,  it 
is  nothing  but  vegetation  whichever  way  ymi 
look.  Not  a  spot  of  bare  Ian<l  is  discernible 
T*ie  woods  are  impcnctral-lc  on  account  of  the 
thick  undergrowth.  When  the  wind  blows  otT 
shore  it  brings  a  fragrant  smell  with  it  in 
which  can  -be  distingui.shcd  the  scent  of  pine- 
apples and  <  ranKc  groves.  The  place  is  alive 
with  birds  of  all  kinds,  and  prominent  among 
them  is  the  parrot.  Out  in  the  bay  stands  a 
sin.dl  I  daud.  and  every  evening  flocks  of  par- 
rots liy  to  this  island  from  the  mainland  to 
roost.  Be  on  deck  early  next  morning,  before 
nnrise.  and  you  will  see  the  parrots  returning 
to  the  mainland,  chattering  and  screaming  as 
they  fly."  * 

He  remarks  that  the  bay  is  infested  with 

sharks,  and  tells  of  the  capture  of  one  measur- 
ing twelve  feet  in  length  and  with  eight  rows 
of  teeth,  four  in  the  upper  jaw  and  four  in  the 
lower,  .Tiid  that  in  its  stomach  were  found  liic 
head,  wings  and  feathers  of  some  large  bird.

The  vessel  left  for  Costa  Ouinta.  .tu  unin- 
habited island,  on  the  5th,  and  I'ahner  thus 
recounts  the  experiences  of  the 
tramp  through  the  jungle: 

'.  .  .  .Perfect  silence  reigned  here,  a 
peaceful  silence,  which  was  suddenly  and 
rudely  Broken  into  by  a  loud  'I  la  !  ha  !  ha  !'  W  e 
turned  to  sec  the  cause,  when  we  heard  it 
again  in  an  entirely  different  quarter.  Look- 
ing in  that  direction  we  saw.  at  the  fo[)  of  a 
tall  tree,  a  curious  bird,  which,  from  its  enor- 
mous bill  (out  of  all  proportion  to  its  bodvi. 
I  took  to  be  a  laughing  jackass.  .  .  .  I'duc- 
jackets  on  shore  are  much  ihc  same  as  boys, 
full  of  mischief,  and  our  party  was  not  exempt 
from  this  trait.  Wc  armed  onrseKes  with 
stones  and  clods  of  earth,  and  were  sckmi  pelt- 
ing at  it  right  and  left.  As  every  vvell-aimerl 
missile  neared  him  the  bird  would  rise.  and. 
wailing  until  it  had  passed  under,  it  would" 
settle  again;  but  the  fire  getting  too  hot,  he 
flew  away,  laughing  as  he  went." 

The  sailors  had  a  bath  in  the  month  <.f  one 
of  the  streams,  and  he  noted  a  curious  circum- 
stance about  the  temperature  of  the  water, 
namely,  that  while  swimming  thev  found  the 
water  in  some  places  very  hot  and  m  others 
icy  cold,  "and  in  some  parts  you  will  get  a 
boiling  upper  current  and  a  very  cold  under 
one." 

After  leaving  this  place  the  Warspite  ar- 
rived at  Panama  on  the  6th  of  the  month. 
Here  Palmer  learned  of  the  death  of  his  father 
in  England.  He  also  relates  the  sudden  death 
of  a  private  in  the  Koyal  .Marine  \rtillcry,  and 
gives  an  account  of  the  military  funeral  on 
shore,  to  view  which  the  people  mustered  in 
tliou.sands.  He  was  surprised  to  hear  the 
Lord's  F*raycr  and  the  responses  of  the  Church 
of  Kngland  service  repeated  in  good  English 
by  inanv  of  the  ne;.,'roes. 

Tiie  next  port  reached  was  Callao.  and  the 
crews  were  told  by  the  commander  that  "we 
shouhl  liave  to  put  our  best  foot  forward  to 
get  to  Valparaiso,  where  there  was  a  'row  in 
the  house.' " 

The  Author  Remarks: 
'"This  confirmed  the  rumors  we  had  heard 
and  the  prospect,  distant  though  it  was,  of  us 
having  a  (mi,-er  in  the  pie  incited  the'  wild 
spirits  among  us  to  work  like  ni^grrs.  and  the 
900  tons  (of  coal)  were  got  in  by  12  o  clovk  the 
next  night."

The 
Warspite  (ook  on  refugees  and  steamed  north, 
calling  at  Calet.i  I'.iu  na.  an.l  I.,f(  i  at  Pisagua, 
where  they  took  more  refugees.  They  arrived 
at  Callao  on  Sundav,  and  the  refugees  went 
ashore. 

Witness  Naval  Battle 
After  this  the  Warspite  called  at  several 
port.*  up  and  down  the  coast.  One  incident 
worthy  of  note  was  the  witnessing  of  an  en 
gagemciit  between  the  transport  Aconcagua 
and  two  C.overnment  cruisers,  Almirante 
Lynch  and  .-Mmirante  Coudel.  in  w  hich  the  lat- 
ter two  were  chasing  the  former  and  the 
author  tells  us : 

'The  cruisers  were  keei)inff  np  a  furious 
fire  upon  her,  but  she  returned  it  bravely  with 
what  guns  she  had.  Nearly  all  our  ship  s  com- 
pany had  assembled  on  the  forecastle  nearly 
bursting  with  excitement.  .  .  We  were  close  to 
the  scene  of  actkjn ;  the  Lynch   had  slewed 
bow  on  to  the  Aconcagua,  as  though  about 
to  ram  or  discharge  a  torpedo;  all  hands  were 
watching  with  bated  breath,  not  a  movement 
escaping  them.    Just  when  thev  expected  to 
sec  the  traiisiHjrt  blown  out  of  tlie  water,  both 
cruisers  slewed  round  and  made  off  at  full 
speed,  bring  as  they  went,  the  shots  both  fri.m 
the  transport  and  her  enemies  falling  f.ist  and 
thick  all  round  each  other,  throwing  the  water 
up  in  I  louds  every  time  they  struck  it.  .  .  The 
excuse  Commander  Moraga.  the  man  in  charge 
of  the  cruiser.**,  gave   on  his  arrival    in  Val- 
Itaraiso  was  that  he  mistook  us    for  the  Es- 
meralda,- but  it  was  the    general  opinion  on 
board  that  the  transport  made  it  too  warm  for 
him.    ,\n  officer    from  the    transport  came 
aboard  and  told  us  that  it  was  the  opinion  of 
all  on  board  that  if  we  had  not  hove  in  sight 
as  we  did  they  would  all  have  been  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  sea;  that  w.,nld  have  been  a  great 
loss  for  the  Congressionahsts,  for  she  had  a 
thousand  rebel  troops  or  board." 

On  arrival  at  Caldera,  the  wreck  of  the 
I'danc.  which  had  been  torpedoed  by  the 
cruisers  r^ynch  and  Condel,  was  seen  lying, 
partly  submerged. 

I«eave  -wras  given  here,  and  the  sailor 
describes  the  town,  and  of  the  tram  lines  lie 
remarks :

A  home  ina.ie  radio  set  in  the  hands  of  a 
boy  living  in  Ohio  enabled  him  to  accomplish 
in  a  few  weeks  what  his  m.itiiei.  asM>tei|  by 
lawyers  and  private  detective  agencies,  had 
been  trying  to  do  for  thirteen  years.

German  Coal  Octopua 

Since  the  French  advance  into  the  Ruhr 
much  curiosity  has  been  aroused  as  to  the 
famous  Kohlensyndikat,  which  has  fled  with 
its  books  and  secret  files  to  Hamburg.  People 
want  to  know  what  it  is  and  what  its  functions 
arc,  writes  H.  G.  Cardozo  in  The  Daily  M.iil. 

Ample  information  as  to  this  all-powerful 
German  coal  syndicate,  one  of  the  moat  power* 
ful  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  is  in  the  possession 
of  the  French  Government. 

The  Kohlensyndikat,  wlnrh  disposes  of 
about  8f' r  et  .  ("Tit  of  all  the  coal  mined  in  Ger- 
many aiiti  t-clls  and  transports  German  hard 
coal,  coke  and  lignfte  throughout  half  ^krope, 
was  founded  in  a  modest  fashion  in  1893,  when 
it  received  its  present  iull  official  title,  which 
is  the  "Kheinisches  Westphalisehes  Kohlen- 
syndikat." 

It  is  a  limited  liability  company,  but  all  its 
shares  are  held  by  the  great  ccjal  producing 
companies  and  also  by  the  steel  hrms,  which 
are  its  greatest  consumers  of  coal  and  coke. 

Since  its  foundation  it  has  split  into  three 
minor  organizations;  dlie.  the  Kohlen  Kontor, 
for  the  sale  and  transport  of  coal  in  Germany 
itself  by  the  River  Rhine  and  its  canal  syst^n; 
the  second,  which  sends  coal  down  the  Rhine 
towards  Holland;  while  the  third  sells  coal 
in  Belgium  and  before  the  war  had  its  main 
seat  of  oj)eration.s  at  Antwerp. 

The  Kohlen  Kontor,  by  its  articles  of  asso- 
ciation, was:  strictfy  limited  to  minor  opera- 
tions. Any  contract  over  10,000  tons  was  re- 
served for  the  parent  body.  This  company,! 
has  one  of  the  largest  river  fleets  in  the  world,  ' 
consisting  of  over  800  large  coal  barges  and 
130  steam  tugs.  Among  its  founding  members 
are  the  iamous  firms  of  Stinnes,  Haniel  and 
Harpen. 

'The  Lower  Rliine  Syndicate  has  a  river 
fleet  of  100,000  tons  burden  and  100  steam 
tugs.  It  has  the  exclusive  right  to  sell  coal  in 
Holland  and  for  export  from  Dutch  ports. 
Finally,  the  Belgian  Syndicate,  which  is  the 
voiinfe;est  <  t  the  three,  sells  coal  in  Belgium 
and  for  export,  but  since  the  war  it  has  been 
oblige<l  to  work  for  its  Belgian  owners  only. 

The  Kohlen syndilcat  and  its  three  sub- 
sidiary companies  live  only  on  the  sale  and 
transport  of  the  coal  produced  by  the  mine 
owners,  who  have  always  been  extremely 
jealous  of  its  power  and  unwilling  at  any  time 
to  ^ive  it  a  long  charter. 

The  last  of  these  agreements  expired  in 
1922,  and  was  then  renewed  ff»r  \hc  short  space 
of  one  year.  Normally,  therefore,  this  huge 
organi;ration  oUght  to  come  to  an  end  on 
March  M  next,  when  all  its  constituent  com- 
panies, be  they  coal  companies  or  river  navi- 
gation companies,  will  recover  their  entire 
freedom  of  action. 

It  is  thought  that  the  French  Occupation  of 
the  Kuhr,  which  will  certainly  not  be  con- 
cluded by  the  end  of  March,  will  mean  that 
no  efforts  will  be  made  by  the  Germans  to  re- 
float the  syndicate  or  obtain  f or  it  aa  exten- 
sion of  Its  charter.

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HENf  one  examinee  the  heavens  on  a

for  every  cue  tliat  can  be  seen  with  the 
unaided  eye.  If  one  takes  a  telescope  he  ean 
see  still  more  stars,  and  the  larger  the  tel- 
escope the  more  stars  become  visible.  As- 
tronomers estimate  that  they  coald  photfw^ 
graph  at  least  one  hundred  million  stars. 

Each  one  of  these  stars  is  a  sun,  and  on  the 
averai^  is  bigger  and  brighter  than  our  own 
sun.  The  most  superficial  examination  will 
reveal  the  fact  that  the  number  of  the  stars  is 
not  the  same  in  all  parts  of  the  skv.  Not  only 
are  they  irregularly  distributed,  but  in  addi- 
tion whole  regions  seem  to  be  richer  in  stars 
than  other  regions.  Anotfier  point  that  may 
be  noticed  is  that  they  differ  in  brightness; 
some  are  bright  and  others  at  the  limit  of 
vision ;  some  seem  to  shine  with  a  ruddy  light 
.some  arc  rather  yellowish  and  sonic  white  or 
blue.  Each  one  of  these  subjects,  the  dis- 
tribution, the  brightness,  the  color,  has  been 
the  stdiject  of  the  most  careful  investigation 
and  has  yielded  results  ol  the  most  fascinating 
character. 

Significance  off  Color 
In  the  present  article  we  are  going  to  con- 
sider the  last  one — the  color  of  the  stars. 
What  is  the  significance  of  this  difference  in 
color?  It  is  a  matter  of  temperature  Kvery- 
one  is  familiar  with  the  fact  that  when  a  piece 
of  iron  is  heated,  it  first  glows  dull  red,  and  as 
the  temperature  is  incrra«rd  it  gets  whiter  and 
whiter.  The  blue  stars  are  the  hottest,  the 
white  stars  not  quite  so  hot,  the  yellow  stars 
cooler  and  the  red  stars,  such  «s  Aldcbaran 
and  Betelgeuse,  still  cooler.  (The  word  cool 
is  possibly  out  of  place  in  connection  with  a 
star,  as  even  the  reddest  are  at  temperatures 
of  .several  thousand  degrees.)  Even  if  one 
had  no  instruments  witli  which  to  study  the 
Color  of  the  stars,  he  might  come  to  this 
conclusion,  but  investigation  could  not  ^go 
vcrv  far  without  9ome  instrumental  aid. 

The  instrument  that  is  par  excellence  for 
this  purpose  is  the  spectroscope.  This  instru- 
ment, which  has  been  described  at  other  times 
in  these  columns,  arranges'the  star's  light  in 
an  orderly  sequence  of  colors,  beginning  at 
red  at  one<end  and  running  through  all  shades 
of  orange,  yellow,  green,  blue  to  vtolct.  There 
are  thousands  of  shades  of  red,  thousands  oi 
shades  of  orange,  thonsrads  of  shades  of  each 
of  the  so-called  primary  colors.  The  eye  re- 
ceives ail  Uie  colors  at  once  and  gets  an  inte- 
grated, a  summation  effect.  To  illustrate  the 
great  improvement  effected  wc  may  make  use 
of  an  analogy.  Suppose  we  had  a  library  of 
a  million  volumes  and  that  these  were  all 
tossed  in  a  huge  pile  and  viewed  from  a  dis- 
tance. iJiie  would  obtain  but  a  very  faint  idea 
of  the  contents  of  the  libranr.  Now  let  the 
pile  be  set  in  order  and  classified  on  the  shelves 
and  it  would  be  put  in  somewhat  the  same 
order  as  the  spectroscope  puts  the  light  of  the 
star.  One  might,  for  instance,  be  able  to  say 
that  certain  volumes  are  missing.  It  is  pre- 
cisely this  thing  that  the  spectroscope  does  for 
the  stars'  light.  Certain  of  the  colors  are 
missing.  Wc  don't  mean,  for  instance,  that  a 
■whole  color  such  as  blue  is  absent,but  a  partic- 
ular shade  of  blue,  or  that  such  a  color  as  red 
is  missing,  but  a  particular  shade  of  red.  To 
make  this  clearer,  tmkgine  the  stars'  light 
drawn  out  into  a  ribbon.  This  is  what  the 
spectroscope  does.-  The  ribbon  is  red  at  one 
end  and  shades  into  blue  at  the  other.  Imagine 
the  ribbon  divided  into  millions  of  parts  by 
lines  drawn  at  right  angles  to  the  length.  Each 
one  of  these  divisions  represents  a  NK>lor,  and 
when  wc  examine  the  light  from  the  stars  we 
find  the  ribbon  is  not  continuous,  but  that 
there  are  gaps  in  it. 

The  astronomer  does  not  refer  to  these 
gaps^  by  saying  a  particular  shade  of  color  is 
missing,  but  he  numbers  the  colors  in  order. 
The  number  8,000  A.U.  refers  to  the  deep  red 
and  the  number  3,900  A.U.  to  the  deep  violet. 
You  may  now,  if  you  like,  imagine  the  4,100 
numbers  between  as  representing  steps.  Such 
is  the  refinement  of  the  measures  that  we  mav 
.say  the  line  4056.286  is  missing.  If  you  like 
to  carry  the  analogy  farther,  one  might 
imagine  the  whole  ininil>ers  to  correspond  to 
4,100  volumes  and  tlic  <lccimal  points  would 
refer  to  the  286th  page  in  volume  4^056.  Or- 
dinarily, however,  when  the  colors  are  absent 
from  a  star  it  is  a  larger  gap  than  just  ftf\t 
page.  Wc  refer  to  this  as  the  width  of  the 
line.  Usually  it  will  be  300  or  400  |Miges  and 
may  be  several  volumes. 

\yhen  certain  volumes   in  a  library  are 
missing  wc  are  told  someone    haf;  them  r)ut. 
Much  the  same  thing  takes  place  in  regard  to 
the  light  from  the  stars.  The  light  starts  out 
from  the  inner  and  hotter  light-giving  part  of 
the  star  with  a  full  c».mplcment  of  colors,  with 
all  the  volumes  complete,  as  it  were,  but  it 
must  pass  tlirongh  the  outer  layers  of  metallic 
gases  which  absorb  certain  colors,  and,  just 
as  in  the  case  of  the  library,  certain  people  al- 
ways take  out  books  on  hction,  others  Utoks 
on  travel,  others  books  on  science,  and  so  on; 
«hch  element  has  partictdar  afinittes  for  cer- 
tain colors    Iron  takes  out  its  set.  sodium adif- 
ferent  kct.  helium  a  third  set.    While  in  the 
case  of  people  taking  books  oat  of  a  library 
there  may  be  clash'     '       pe-.ple  w.Tiiting  the 
same  book,  we  have  t^ccu  unable  to  discover 
any  such  chishes  fai  the  elements.   Beeh  has 
its  own  set  of  colors  which  it  absorbs,  and  this 
set  is  distinct  from  that  of  any  Other  elemapt. 
Typaa  of  Stan 
Tba  tpeetroscope  was  first  apfdied  to  the 
studv  of  the  stars  by  Sir  William  Huggins  in 
Hngiand  and  by  Srcchi,  Vogel  and  Schciner 
on  Ihe  Continent-    These  pioneers  in  the  sub-  i 
ject  recognized  that  each  star  was  more  <"  '< 
a  law  to  itsClf.  but  that  there  were  simiUi  n  .c. 
in  the  spectra  of  the  stars  which  enabled  them 
to  diviae  them  into  claases  or  t3rpes.

Kacding  Start*  HtotDry 

/  If  this  classification  were  a  purely  arbit- 
rsry  one  and  merely  served  the  purpose  of  en- 
abling astronomers  to  describe  the  stars  they 

w  ere  talking  about,  it  would  be  of  little  value, 
but  it  also  indicates,  we  believe,  in  a  large 
measure  the  evolution  of  the  sUrs.  The  begin- 
ning and  the  end  of  the  story  of  a  star  is  still 
very  obscure,  but  wc  think  we  know  pretty 
well  the  life  history  in  those  stars  which  show 
a  type  represented  any  place  from  O  to  M. 
The  star  starts,  let  us  say,  as  an  M-type  star. 
In  this  stage  it  is  red  in  color,  is  not  very  hot, 
at  least  in  the  outer  Isyers,  and  its  density  is 
extremely  small,  very  much  less  than  that  of 
the  air  of  our  atmosphere.  The  star  will  be  of 
vcr|r  large  dhnensfons  in  this 'stare.  Betel- 
geuse is  a  g<x>d  example  of  a  star  of  this  clasSi 
and  recent  measures  of  its  diameter  give  250.-' 
(JOOfiOO  miles,  or  300  times  the  diameter  of  the 
sun.  This  would  make  its  mean  density,  if  ita 
mass  were  equal  to  the  sun,  one  over  twenty- 
seven  million  times  the  sun's.  We  believe  that 
the  masses  of  the  stars  do  not  differ  widely, 
probably  not  more  than  one  hundred  to  one. ' 
The  very  biggest  Stars  will  not  be  more  than 
one  hundred  times  as  massive  as  the  smallest. 
1  n  this  suge  of  its  evolution  the  star  is  a  baby, 
but  at  the  vama  time  we  call  it  aa  M-type 
giant. 

Stars'  Progress 
The  next  sta^  in  the  development  of  the 

star  we  call  the  K  type.   This  stage,  of  course, 
joins  on  to  the  M  stage,  but  the  star  has  be- 
come a  little  more  dense  and  a  little  hotter  and 
a  little  smaller.    The  heat  is  fco  intense'that 
all  chemical  combinations  or  compounds  do 
not  exist.  Still  further  contraction  brings  us 
to  the  G  and  then  to  the  F  type,  and  further 
contraction  to  the  A,  B  and  O  types  in  turn. 
Passing  from  the  M  to  the  O  ty  pe  stage  the 
stars  change  in  color  from  red  to  blue  through 
the  stages  yellow  and  white.   Yellow  in  the 
K  and  G  types  and  white  in  the  P  and  A.  At 
the  same  time  the  number  of  absorption  lines 
decrease  ia  number.  The  density  of  the  star 
increases  from*  a  density  less  than  one-thou- 
sandth that  of  air  to  about  one-tenth  that  of 
water.    The  temperature  rises  from  two  or 
three  thousand  degrees  to  twenty  or  thirty 
thousand.    There    comes    a  time,  however, 
when  further  radiation  of  heat  does  not  cause 
a  rise  in  temperature,  but,  on  the  other  hand, 
causes  a  drop  in  the  temperature.  The  reason 
for  this  is  that  the  star  has  become  fairly  dense 
and  the  real  cause  of  the  rise  in  temperature 
was  the  contrtction.  When  the  star  was  very 
tenuous  a  small  output  of  energy  caused  so 
much  contraction  thst  the  smaller  star  was 
actually  hotter  then         riginally  larger  star 
containing  more  heat.    When,  however,  the 
star  has  become  dense  radistion   of  energy 
does  not  cause  so  much  contraction.  It  enters 
then  into  what  we  call  the  dwarf  otage.  The 
tvpet  begin  to  reverse  and  the  star  becomes 
B  then  an  A,  F,  (  '•.
